When you think of the name Dis- 
ney, what picture do you usually build 
in your mind’s eye? Most people re- 
spond with Mickey Mouse. But, what 
is he doing? Lying flat in the open 
pages of a Disney comic book, a two- 
dimensional artist’s drawing? Or 
three-dimensional . . . a living per- 
son, as real as you or me . . . walking 
through a magical kingdom, his red 
pants and black jacket glowing 
warmly, fuzzy black ears soft to the 
touch? 

We usually think the latter, for we 
live in a three-dimensional world of 
sights, sounds, smells and touch. 
When we view art, for the most part, 
only our sense of sight is affected, 
layed before us on paper or canvas by 
charcoal stick and camel's hair brush. 
Only in the three-dimensional sphere 


of sculpture can you see, touch, pick 
up and turn a piece of art. And 
through sculpture, our many Disney 
characters seemingly “come alive” for 
those holding them. 

Disney three-dimensional charac- 
ter merchandise is big business, and 
we visited with our four sculptors at 
Walt Disney World for an inside look 
at their trade. 

Perry Russ and Tom Strine make 
their home under Main Street, in the 
Design & Development Department. 
Tucked back in the corner of a huge 
underground room filled with artists, 
illustrators and creative writers, they 
turn lumps of clay into just about any- 
thing imaginable. “We make models 
for ceramic character merchandise, 
plush and squeeze plastic toys and 
other related character merchandise,” 
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Sculpting Builds Character(s) 


Tom explained. “We also get into spe- 
ciality plaques, plates and com- 
memorative coins for the Disney or- 
ganization,” Perry added. 

Perry who sits behind a 
homemade sign an anonymous artist 
placed on his work desk, declaring 
“WDW Taxidermist - Small Rodents 
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Most of the sculpting done in the Design & 
Development Department is relatively small 
and detailed. . . but notall of it! Perry Russis 
pictured here putting the finishing details on a 
rather large Mickey, which will be used in a 
sign at Fort Wilderness. Perry’s clay sculpture 
was sent to the Staff Shop this week, where it 
will be duplicated in fiberglass, painted and 
“weathered.” The end product will be a themed 
sign for Fort Wilderness which will appear to be 
carved out of wood down to the very last detail 
. including growth rings, knots and rough 
fibers . . . except that it will never rot! 


Our Specialty” . . . sat back and re- 
counted his 20 years as a sculptor, all 
the way back to making Halloween 
masks for a company when he was 
fresh out of the Art Students League 
School in New York. “I had always 
wanted to work for Disney, but never 
thought I would, until I answered an 
ad in a Miami newspaper four years 
ago. And here I am!” 

Tom, once the Vice President of an 
advertising agency and head of his 
own design studio, also thought of a 
career with Disney, but never consi- 
dered it would happen. “The closest I 
ever came to working for Disney was 
when I sculpted for a company that 
mass manufactured Disney character 
merchandise. I worked very closely 
with the Design & Development ar- 
tists here, and later came with Walt 
Disney World as a sculptor.” Tom 
started out with a Mechanical En- 
gineering degree from Ohio State 
University, because “I didn’t consider 
art a way to make a substantial living 
at that time. But with every job I’ve 
had, I move closer to art and further 
away from engineering.” Today, Tom 
has made the complete gamut from 
his first job as a full-time design en- 
gineer to full-time sculptor. 

Perry and Tom demonstrated the 
steps in producing a typical piece of 
character merchandise, such as a 
ceramic Snow White statuette, sold in 
a number of shops throughout Walt 
Disney World and Disneyland. The 
sculptors will receive a request froma 
Merchandise Buyer describing the ar- 
ticle needed. They will make a rough 
sketch on paper and submit it to the 
Buyer for approval. If accepted, they 
begin the sculpting. They take a lump 
of clay and shape it until satisfied they 
have captured the essence of Snow 
White, then submit it back to the 
Buyer for final approval. 
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realistic, three-dimensional form. 


Thenit’s on to the oven, where they 
will bake the clay figure to harden it. 
The figure will then be placed in a 
frame, shaped like an empty box, and 
a liquid silicone-rubber compound is 
poured in, completely covering the 
clay figure. Twenty-four hours later, 
after the rubber compound has 
“cured” to hardness, the rubber block 
is carefully cut open and the clay 
model extracted. A funnel is cut in the 
rubber leading down to the cavity, 
and the rubber is clamped back to- 
gether. Then a plaster or molten wax 
compound is poured into the rubber 
block, filling the cavity. After that has 
hardened, it is extracted and you have 
the master model . . . an exact dupli- 
cate of the original clay work. The 
master model is given a final finish 
(sanding and smoothing rough 
edges, etc.) and sent to an outside 
manufacturing company for mass 
production. 

But wait a minute, earlier we said 
that Walt Disney World has four 
sculptors .. . and we do. Located in 
the Regency Industrial Park just 
South of Orlando is our Display 
Warehouse, and sculptors Jim 
McNalis and Harry Gladstone. Next 
week, EYES & EARS will travel to Jim 
and Harry’s desks for an in-depth 
look at their sculpting, used in a com- 
pletely different way from the charac- 
ter merchandise which Perry and 
Tom produce.

ADVICE ON FROST 
BITTEN PLANTS

John Wilcox, Lake Buena Vista’s 
plant buyer, gave the following ad- 
vice on plants hit by the recent cold 
spell. 

First, do not cut back your appa- 
rently dead plants. If there is more 
cold weather, it will catch any new 
shoots your plants may produce as a 
result of pruning. 

Do water and fertilize your plants. 
If your plants have shown no results 
in a month, then replace them. 

You can check to see if there is any 
life left in your plants by scraping the 
bark with your fingernail. If there is 
any green underneath, then it’s still 
alive. 

Treat your potted plants gently. 
Avoid bringing them in and out of 
your house during cold weather. 
Keep them inside until you know it is 
safe to leave them out. The shock of 
these temperature changes can easily 
kill them.
